prominent in the west, and, ia fact, all 
o»er the Union, as honorable and active 
witiaens. Tie ranks were lUJed with the 
kest blood of the Bine Grass country and 
the flower of the youth around Lcuii- 
Tjfle, wfce*a Morgan was known.

•orator,one man would bold tbe horses 
«( four others while they dismonnted to 
ftgfct or to cany on the work of bridge 
•ad railroad destroyiug. Tbe chief idea 
«sf oar campaigns was to cripple the en 
•my by destroying bis roads and bridg 
•a, fighting when necessary to cat oar 
way in to the objective point or to save 
oar bacon in getting back home. 


"for 
this work our command was 


kteal. Jnst as tbe men were highly ed 
•rated, so were they highly trained in 
all tbat make* good, independent sol 
diera. They imd been taught to ride, 
and, in fact, bad been born to the sad- 
tta, Without a saddle; or even a gurcin- 
(Ie it was all the same. I bad men in 
my command wbo could reach dowi 
from the saddle and pick a silver hal: 
dollar from the ground. This was a fa 
•too* trick of the Texans, aud oar Ken- 
tockians imitated them. They also hat 
the sportsman's pride and could (boot a 
•qturrel in tbe head at the- top of the 
tallest tree. To bring a squirrel home 
•tot in any other way would have been 
wondered a mutilation and laughed at 
•jp the old men of the neighborhood. 
Xbej could shoot a bird on thawing ant 
feesipilate a quail neatly amid tbe rank 
wt iwamp grass. Naturally these men 
tocrae expert in every kind of warfare. 
1 kasw in all my experiences bat one or 
two eases of shirking, and the men re- 
«wonr«d plnck afterward. In my first real 
«zpwrienca with a body of these men 
voder fire they came out like heroes.

"Taei* were five of tins rt-iaarkible 


Morgan family in tbe brigadu at one 
tim«, tb« geuerai and four of his brotb- 
•n. His broiber-ia-law. General Basil 
Dak«, was with him all taroogh and 
Meoeedvd to th« «ommaad of the Kt-n- 
tockians after tbe general's tragic dealt. 
Oal Morgan, as he was called, was not 
regularly in the military service. He 
was my cfanm aud companion in camp 
apd on tbe march. Be always carried a 
lite, bat bin chief service was tbat of 
aa extra pair of eyes for tbe general or 
for myself when on a dangerous expedi- 
tion. Colonel Richard Morgan came to 
tbe brigade from the east, where be bad 
•erred on tho staff of A. P. Hill, another 
brotber-in-l^w of General Morgan. He 
was a gallant soldier and was appointed 
colonel of a regiment Captain Chaile- 
too Morgan was an aid-de-camp on tbe 
general's staff. Tbe youngest of the 
brothers, Lieutenant Tom Morgan, was 
• bey in bis teens and bad all tfae reck- 
less courage of hot blooded young Ken- 
rocky. He was killed at £«banon on tbe 
great raid v. bile, charging tbe railway 
station under a heavy fire. The general 
had once tbat day ordered tim away 
from the fn-at. fie belonged to the Sec- 
ond Kentucky and was the idol of the 
regiment 


"We were always dreated in gray 


uniform or the semblance of a uniform, 
fiat tbe ofScers very rarely wore in- 
signia. I never had tbe insignia of my 
rank. Once a citizen admirer gave me a 
star for my coat collar, • homemade 
affair, hammered or stamped oat of a 
piece of silver plate. Morgan bad but 
one uniform <x>>tt—a roundabout Our 
weapons for officers and men were re- 
volvers and enfield rifles, the last for in- 
fantry fighting. Swords wers discarded, 
because they made too much noise for 
our style cf warfare, which was to slip 
up and strike the enemy unawares. 


"Tbe only case cf traveling in false 


colors, except, perhaps, on small scouts, 
was noon alter tbe spy banging episode 
at Fort Granger, in tbe spring of 1863. 
Two Confederate spies, named Williams 
and Peters, were caught within tbe Fed- 
eral liaesdressed inbloeand summarily 
executed, Bosecrans at once issued an 
order that al> enemies caught in bis lines 
in blue uniforms be execntsd on the spot. 
In a spirit of retaliation and bravado 
Morgan selected a body of 65 men to 
dress in bine and raid Nashville in tbe 
rear of Rosecrans. Morgan went •long, 
bat was not in active command. 


"I had a most delicate mission as- 


signed me—tbe capture of Governor 
Andrew Johnson—as cleverly concocted 
a plot as was ever born in tbe brain of 
man. We were all dressed in bine uni- 
forms taken from a captured train, and 
tbe disguise served ns well until we 
came to the crossing of tbe Tennessee, 
OB the Morfreesboro road. It would 
hare served us throughout bat for the 
sharp eye of a Michigan Indian in tbe 
Federal ranks. We learned tbat there 
was a small picket at the crossing of the 
river, and a sergeant of my command 
went out ahead to capture it, taking a 
squad of men on horseback. After a par- 
ley, in which ocr men deceived the Fed- 
erals by forged documents and clever 
tales, the pickets agreed to pass the 
•quad under escort to the reserve. The 
crossing was made on a flatboat, and 
the first boat was nearly across the river, 
when one of my men slipped his pistol 
from under his thigh, where be had held 
it ready for business, to the bolster.

The Indian saw the movement and to- 
efcine suspicions.

They accepted tbe situation, and we 
rode all night back to oar lines, and on 
reaching there liberated tbe prisoners 
according to promise. 


"Morgan's warfare was as legitimate 


as that cf Sheridan in the Sbenandoah 
or Sherman in Georgia. Of course we 
left a track of ruins behind as. Ohio 
wanted to treat us as marauders and 
murderers. Why, we only made war CM 
it was made on us." 


When the foil story of Morgan'a raids 


shall be written in a manner worthy the 
iberae, it will bo a book cf thrilling ad- 
venture more stcrtlicg (ban the wildest 
fiction.

Pigs must be pushed in tbe first six 


months of their lives. This is done by 
feeding grain and succulent green foods. 
While quite young, miik, with shorts 
or lueal in it, makes tbe best food for 
Pigs. 


Pigs must have good pasture and 


grain. But few farmers recognize either 
of these as essential. To confine pigs in 
a small pen for six months and feed 


. them on corn without green food is 
wasteful. If tbe hogs are given grain 
and green food together, they will in- 
crease 20 to 40 per cent more than if 
no green food is given them. Green 
food is more essential in the summer 
than in the winter. Tbe pig is as much 
a grass as it is a groin eating animal. 
To confine pigs in filthy pens for any 


I length of time, and force them to eat in 
' their own droppings as is very fre- 
quently done, is very injurious to tbe 
pig. The pig is a cleanly animal in its 


I habits and will not live in its own filth 
if permitted to do otherwise. Neither 


t will pigs scatter tbeir droppings all 
over tbeir pen, but wili bave a special 
place for them and the urine. 


Pigs should be kept from foul water 


and wallowing boles. 


Extremely large hogs are no longer 


more desirable for pork than smaller 
pigs with less blubber fat. A pig with 
a streak of lean and a streak of fat 
makes the sweetest and most palatable 
pork. 


If homemaiie pork is well trimmed 


and carefully cured and smoked, it will 
bring better prices in home markets, 
and if the lard ia free cf color and firm 
it will likewise sell better. By going to 
a little expensefor food crops, to supple- 
ment tbe vvnsta tnci occurs en tbe iiirm 
aud from tbe kitchen, tbe farmer's 
sapply of pork can be made at an inap- 
preciable expense, while, as the case 
now is on many farms, the pork supply 
is bought, nnd tbeae waste foods are 
lost.—Philadelphia Ledger.

Senator John Sherman, of Ohio, 


has been so wobbly on the various 
public questions which have come 
before him-daring tbe past twenty 
years, that whatever attitude be 
DOW assumes K cannot bat be dia- 
metrically opposed, to positions that 
be has at some other time main, 
tainea on tbe same subject vfbcs -up 
for consideration. Tbe Philadelphia 
Bee»Td a few days ago again called 
attention to this eccentricity cf year 
Uacle John., in the following well 
written article, published under the 
head of "Sherman Myths." It says: 


As evidence of the curious myths 


that have already gathered around 
the came of Senator Sherman a Re- 
publican contemporary, in giving a 
brief-sketch of bis career, says: 
"In 


1867 he introduced the Resumption 
ajt,, passed in 1870, which he five 
years after executed when he had 
gathered 9140,000,000 of gold into 
the Treasury " The Resumption act 
was a measure of President Grant's 
Administration, passed in 1875, when 
BsDJiiatn H Bdsiow was Secretary 
of the Treasurt, to whom the chief 
credit for it belongs. 
When this act 


was passed Senator Sherman was 
voting in Congress for the $300.000,- 
OOOG-reeobaofe:Infl.itlon bill, which 
President -Grant vetoed 
Had this 


bill become a law there would have 
been no resumption of gold payments 
in 1873. 


Secator Sherman was a "visiting 


statesman" In New Orleans in the 
wir.terof 187:6??T, busily engaged in 
instructing J. afadison Wells and the 
Louisiana Returaiag Board how to 
count oat Samuel J. Tllden. On his 
return to Washington he was made 
Secretary of the Treasury by Presi 
dent fiayes; and in subsequently pro- 
viding fur the resumption of goic 
payments he simply obeyed the man- 
dates of the law. 
His taste was made 


very easy by the revival of public 
credit and by tbe enormous accumu 
lations of Treasury aarplus; so th*t 
small credit forflaanclal ability at 
taches to that performance. 


The next financial feat of Senator 


Sherman is thus mentioned' in tbe 
brief biography from which we quite: 
"Again, in 1890, he hid tbe Sherman 
Silver bill pass d, and after it had 
served its purpose he agreed to hava 
it radically changed " What "pur- 
pose" the Sherman Sliver act served 
beyond plunging the country into a 
financial panic it is bard to conceive.

those of a tird. It is claiuiwl that a bi- 
cyclist \viio is provided with one of 
these flying machines utt<! no longer 
worry about good or bad roa-.ls. \Vlii-u 
he comes to a bit of load that he does 
not like, he will simply fly over it. It 
will be the same \v::!i rivers and lakes, 
mountains and valleys, for it is pro- 
posed that the uew flifr shall carry a 
rider from the peak of one muuiitaiu to 
another. 


There have been flying machines, 


some with and some without it oicycle 
attachment, but this is the latest aud 
most unique device of all, aud iu every 
respect it differs from all previously de- 
vised machines for carrying mail on 
land as well as throcgh the air. 


Although there is not tbe slightest re- 


semblance between the flying bicycle 
and the flying bird, the same degree of 
relative prop'ircioa is maintained. Like 
some birds, this new bicycle ia adapted 
particularly for jronud locomotion; but, 
like the common fowl or turkey, the 
inventor claims his machine will be 
able, when necessity demands it, to rise 
above earthly obstructions aud sail se- 
renely away. 


Tbe bicycle part of the mnchine is 


constructed in the lightest possible man- 
lier consistent \virb strength. It is some- 
what longer but a trifle lower thuu 
tbe ordinary rmichice, the fork being 
replaced by a triangular framework of 
peculiar construction. 


From tbe hub or axle of each wheei 


rises a metal post, a third louder than 
the machine itself, rising front and 
back at an angle. Tbe upper ends of 
tbese posts are connected by a crossbar, 
and through them, jnst at the point 
where they are joined by tha crossbar, a 
crank shaft runs parallel with the axle* 
of the wheels. Attached to each crank 


I shaft are eight triangular sails or wings, 
arranged on mnch tne same plan as the 
, arms of a windmill, bat constructed 
: after the-manner of a bird's wing, 
j winch closes aa it is raisad, hat on the

When in use as a bicycle, the wings 


are folded close to the supporting posts. 


i The machine is operated by pedals, 
' sprocket wheel and chain. The sails or 
wings are operated by the rider, who 
sits in the usual saddle and works the 
pedals, which, when the machine is in 
tbe air, causes the wings to revolve by 
means of a chain and sprocket •wheel 
on the crank shaft to which the sail* 
are attached.

! chine as follows: 


"My invention will, I think, revolu- 


tionize the mode of travel of the present 
day. What-1 claim for the new machine, 
which is now being constructed .aud is 
24 feot 6 inches broad by 13 feet wide, 
is that it will replace the bicycle and 
be a practical flying machine as well. 


"The machine is made of steel tub- 


ing, the ivings of canvas stretched on 
an aluminium frame. 


"Ball bearings are used exclusively 


in the machine. The wings can be ex- 


j tended as far as required by lengthening 


j tbe lightness of aluminium, will not; add 
i materially to tbe weight of the bicycle. 
Machines to carry one person, if prop- 
erly made, will weigh not more than 
60 pounds each and possibly not over 


j 40. These machines can be turned out 
very rapidly and at a cost of $25 each. 


"The wings are concave, like an um- 


brella, at the point nearest the crank 
shaft, eo they can take bold of the air. 
With 288- .square feet of wing surface, 
which is sufficient to lift tlio bicycle, 
tbe frame wonld support 804 pounds, 
estimating: from the ratio of the weiglit 
of a duck to its wing surface. 


"Machines with a car and naphtha 


engine for can-ying six persons will 
weigh GOO ponuds and have 8,300 feet 
cf wing surface, with sufficient power 
to lift 9,000 pounds.

and there got ou ?ie track of a bel! 
which bad once hung in the chnrcfa 
ower of Isabella itself. Tbecity where- 
u it was (iiiccverrd dates froia 14P5, 
wo years later than Isabella, and to 
be chapel there erected bad been car- 
ied the bell iu question. 


And wheu I came to negotiate for its 


emoval to the exposition at Chicago, I 
incoontered almost insuperable difSoul- 


ies. I offered any price for It within 
reason, I promised every sort of gnarau- 
ee, bat it was not until I bad drawn 
op an official document signed by our 
consul and insured the bell for the sum 
of f 1,000 that I was allowed to ship it 
by steamer to New York and Chicago. 


Aa soon as tbe document was signed 


and the bell in ncy possession I hastened 
o the steamer, then about to sail, and 
[eposi ted it in tbe "specie tank" iu care 
of the parser. Tbe very next morning, 
and fortunately after tbesbip bad sailed, 
he original ca&todian of the bell came 
o me with wailing and lamentation, 
saying that bis neighbors and tbe an- 
horities bad threatened him witb all 
sorts of evil things if he allowed the 
acred relic to be deported, and praying 
or it back apaiu.

India'* Fine Forest Policy. 


India, says a contemporary, would 


scarcely be looked to for an example 
of forest preservation, but that 
country has perhaps the finest na- 
tional forest policy of any in the 
•world. Before regulations for the 
conservation of growing timber had 
been devised and put in force its for- 
ests had been consumed as reckless- 
ly as those of the United States, and 
that is putting the case as strongly 
as is necessary for emphasis. Fires 
destroyed them, timber was cut 
lavishly and without regard to econ- 
omy and the forests were disap- 
pearing under careless treatment. 
Through the present policy India 
has placed 80,000 square miles under 
permanent regulation, while 50,000 
other square miles are in process of 
settlement. 
A large number of 


trained men now constitute a force 
to protect the forests. The revenue 
from these reserves is expected to 
equal the expenditure for the entire 
preservative machinery. The prod- 
uct of the forests brings in a liberal 
«tad growing surplus. This policy 
has been in operation for 30 years 
and has been a great success.— 
Northwestern Lumberman.

a. dog woudfred iuto police station No. 
10 in Buffalo. It was no wiia\vu.v, man- 
gy car, bat a good lookiug poiuter. the 
abape of whose bead indicated that be 
was a thoroughbred. Ho held out liia 
muzzle and sniffed around curiously, 
tbtii quietly walked iuto Captain Kil- 
roy'a office, curled np on a mat ai:d 
went to sleep. When tbe captain re- 
tnmed from a tour of tlia prauinct, lie 
was surprised to find the visitor in his 
office. Tbe dog got up, stretched and 
wagged his toil. The captain asked the 
doorman wnose dog it was. The door- 
man said Ixi didii't know. He was as 
surprised to see tbe animal there as was 
the captain. The captain likes pets, and 
be made friends with tbe dog. He al- 
lowed him to remain in the office the 
rest of tbe day. 


At midnight, when tbe second night 


platoon of patrol men formed in line pre- 
paratory to going out to the relief of the 
first nigbt platoon, tbe dog got np and 
went into the deskroom to see what it 
was all about. It is said he passed np 
and down in front of the platoon like a 
sergeant inspecting his men and that be 
seemed delighted with the sight of the 
bine uniforms with brass buttons. When 
tbe policemen filed out to the street, be 
followed, burking and vapgiag his tail 
and jumping npon thorn. He seemed to 
like excitement and to think that there 
must be something going on where go 
many people were marching in a body. 


Tbe platoon divided, aa usual, one- 


half going np Niagara street toward 
Pennsylvania street, tbe otber half to- 
ward Jersey street. The dog was bewil- 
dered. He didn't know which contin- 
gent to follow. He ran a little way with 
one, and then came back and followed 
tbe other for a short distance. Then he 
came back to tbe station and eat on bis 
haunches, looking at one squad and 
then at the other, whining the while. 


As soon as the Jersey street section 


reached it" first corner the man who 
was to relieve the patrolman who had 
served on that beat from 5 p. ru. until 
midnigbt rapped on the sidewalk with 
his clnb, the relief signal. The moment 
the clnb sounded tbe 'log dashed toward 
Jersey street at full speed. He found 
the patrolman who bad given tbe signal 
and followed him throughout his trick 
from midnight until 7 o'clock in the 
morning. Tbe animal came back to tbe 
station witb him and remained there 
until the sergeant went out to make bin 
first round, a couple of hours later. 
Then the dog weut out and trailed at 
the sergeant's heels while be visited 
every beat in the precinct He came in 
witb the sergeant and slept in the re- 
serve room until the next night at mid- 
night, when be repeated the perform- 
ance of the previous night. 


Since that time the pointer bas made 


nightly trips through the precinct, cov- 
ering 14 hours on* of every 24. He bas 
increased bia period of service by going 
out with tbe first platoon at 6 o'clock 
iu the evening and staying on duty un- 
til midnight, so that ho now serves from 
5 p. m. until 7 a. so. He is the wonder 
of tbe precinct. No matter in which di 
rectioa the man goes, the one who first 
sounds his baton is tbe dog's master 
during the trick. And as all tho men 
have become attached to him, there is a 
contest each nigbt at 5 o'clock and at 
midnight between the two meu on the 
beats nearest to the station house to 
reach their relief posts and strike tbe 
sidewalk first 


Even a dog is good company to a 


lonely policeman who has to travel de- 
serted streets for seven hours at a 
stretch. This one is a faithful follower, 
and it is believed that some day he will 
prove of service in helping to run down 
crooks or escaping prisoners. CUptain 
Kilroy solemnly avers that the dog oau 
locate the sonud of a baton or a whistle, 
BO matter how distant, quicker th;in 
the oldest and keenest eared sergeant on 
the force.

at tbe station before the police learned 
where the animal came from. Hq was 
following a patrolman along .Piospect 
avenue, near Pennsylvania street, one 
evening, when a little boy came oat of a 
house and claimed the animal. He said 
it belonged to bis father, Mr. Bams.

India and in Burma?" 


"The native priuoes require them to en- 


hance their pageantry Europeans use 
them chiefly in piliog Umber, drugging 
crdttance and hunting tLc tiger. Do cot 
suppose that in moving Ings an elephant 
employs MB trunk. Ho is far too diary of 
injuring that fensitive organ. In point 
Of fuct he uses his tusks, curling ME trunk ' 
around the burden, which often weighs ' 
half a ton, to steady it 
In turning over ' 


A heavy piece he invariably takes thu cord 
attached to it between his teeth, and, 
passing the rope over one of the tu»fcs, ob- 
tains the benefit; of leverage. On tbe 
shores of all the big rivers bordered by 
teak forests he appears to be working iu 
an intelligent manner, but in reality he is 
merely obeying the Instructions of the i 
mahout seated on his neck. The instruc- j 
tions are conveyed by the volue and the 
pressure of the iinoas and feet

orally admitted that- the elephant is not 
nearly so intelligent-as the horse or dog. 
He has a small brain, though no animnl 
excels him in obedience and gentleness. '

"Yes, there are but two species, theAfri- ' 


can and the Asiatic, and both, according 
to the naturalist, belong to the same ge- 
nius. Fossilized remains, however, show 
that once upon a time there were as many j 
as 14 species. It is curious that in Ceylon ' 
males and females alike are generally tusk- 
less—indeed, not 1 in 800 has tusks—while 
in India quite 75 per cent of tbe males are 
thus adorned. The tusks fire perceptible at 
birth, and when broken or injured they are 
never reproduced. Doubtless you have no- ' 
ticed that the two moles here have brass 
curbs at the point of their tusks. These 
ere designed to prevent splitting or other 
injury. 


"Oh, yes, elephants have a wholesome 


fear o* the tusks, and the one with the big- 
gest in a herd is greatly respected by his 
fellows. He fights with them, curling tho 
truuk carefully out of the way—when he 
attacks a tiger, for instance—and an ele- 
phant has oeen known to pitch a tiger full 
SO feet. Sometimes an elephant is born 
with a single tusk. Ho is then called 
gunesh, and if the tusk be the right hand 
one he is much reverenced by the natives. 
It is ijot true that tbe so called white ele- 
phant is an object of worship in Siam or 
anywhere else. He is merely valued as a 
frejik of nature and kept by the native 
princes on that account." 


"The elephant seen:s to move at a fair 


pace," I remarked as one laden with.visit- 
ors passed us. 


"Yes he usually goes along at about 


five miles an hour, but when he likes he 
can get up a speed of quite 15 miles an 
hour. You notice that bis gait is a sort of 
shuffle. 
He cannot gallop nor canter nor 


jump, yet his agility in crossing rough 
mountainous country is astonishing. 
In 


districts where his food consists of roots 
and the branches nf trees his tusks are in- 
valuable for digging, and he commonly 
uses one tusk in particular, which the na- 
tives call tho clhadam, or the servant. In 
Ceylon his food is grass and herbage, «md, 
Einco be docs not require tusks to procure 
sustenance, these have disappeared in proc- 
ess of time. It is said that in the far north 
tho young elephant is found with quite a 
woolly hide." 


"The weight of a jiair of fine tusks must 


b* enormous?" 


"You am right. They have been known 


to weigh as much as £00 pounds, but that 
is unusual, about TI pounds being fur 
more common. Tbe longth from tbe guru 
is Eome 6 feet, and The circumference at 
that point 16 inches. To get an elephant's 
height you have but to pass the tape twice 
around his foot and you have his height at 
the shoulder. The height of the elephant 
has been greatly exaggerated. There is 
not an elephant which rises to 10 feet, 8 feet 
fi inches being a fair height." 


"How are elephants taken alivef" 
"Oh, in several ways. Pitfalls represent 


a cruel mode, practiced only by natives. 
Many are thus hurt in falling one upon 
tho ether. Noosing, which is effected by 
driving tame elephants among the wild, 
the mahouts concealing themselves under 
cloths till they have an ojfj/ortimity of 
klipping down and passing nooses around 
tho legs, is ft favorite method in some 
places. Tho government ad\>i,ts tho kheddah 
principle. A large tract of country is sur- 
rounded with a pali^ude having a funnel 
shaped opening. AVhero a l.enl is espivd, a 
prci.t commotion is produced by discharg- 
ing puna, lighting fires und sl:(.i;iiiig, mid 
tlio uniiimls arc gradually driven toward 
the entrance. Once the elephants are in- 
Eide tho klu'ddah the nporuiro is closed, 
and men arc stationed a hundred yards 
apurt to frustrate any nttoir.pt to escape. 
ll:e beasts aro thcli hobblul ar.d futtciieil 
by ropes to stout trees. It is marvelous 
how soon elephants are tan.cd. In a cou- 
ple of n cmths they become docile enough 
to be led away."
